PRIMARY BILL CHANGES 
MAY BRING ON BATTLE 


House Is Also Likely to Do 
Considerable Debating 
When the Two Western 


and Atlantic Bills Are Con- 


sidered. 


More legislation promises to be writ- 
ten into the Georgia statutes during the 
final three days of the life of the pres- 
ent general assembly, beginning this 
morning, than has been enacted during 
a similar length of time in the recent 
history of the state. The house will 
initiate no more bills; that was de- 
cided upon by vote last Wednesday, 
when the lower branch of the assem- 
bly ratified a proposal by the rules 


committee that the final three days} - 


Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday—be 
devoted exclusively to measures origi- 
nating in the senate. 

Although every effort will be made 
to rush consideration of important 
measures, it is expected that there 
will be pauses long enough to enable 
each branch to stage some interesting 
eontests on certain important meas- 
ures. 

For instance, the house will be call- 
ed upon to consider the two Western 
and Atlantis bills, one provnrling for 
an extension of the line and the other 
for a constitutional amendment where- 
by bonds might be issued to cover the 
necessary expense of such extension. 
Of course, if the former of the two 
fails in the house, the latter will be 
unnecessary, and there is an element 
in the house which is going to try its 
best to bring about such failure. This

Neill Primary Bill. 

Then there is the Neill primary bill, 
passed by the house and by the senate, 
with amendments by the latter body. 
One of these amendments and the only 
one upon which probably a fight will be 
made in the house, provides that in 
cases of “run-over” elections, the “run- 
over” primary shall not ve held in any 
county carried by either candidate in 
the original primary election. 
feature promises to precipitate a warm 
battle in the house before 
acceded to or rejecieud. 

The higway commission bill is 
about the same category. As it passed 
ithe house the bill provided that the 
highway commission shali consist of the 
state prison commission aiuone. The sen- 
ate amended it so asto include as mem- 
bers of the board the state geologist, 
the head of the engineering department 
of the.University of Georgia and the 
professor of engineering of Georgia 
‘Tech. When the bill comes back to 
the house a fight will undovbtedly be 
made upon this amendment. The bill 
is not what it was originally intended 
to be, anyhow, and, though the house 
passed it and the senate followed suit, 
with the amendment cited, many of 
the real highway enthusiasts in both 
bodies and throughout the. state in 
general do not like it and are not sat- 
isfied. Therefore, a storm is threat- 
ened the moment the ‘measure shows 
its head again in the oranch of the 
assembly whence it originated. 

Military Bill Comes Up. 

The house, too, will have the mili- 
tary bill to deal with, probably Tuves- 
day. This bill has been recommended 
favorably by the senate military com- 
mittee, with a number of amendments 
offered through the suggestion of Rep- 
resentative E. Z. Arnold, of Clay, and 
will be proposed in the house as a 
substitute for the bill recently tabled 
upon motion of Arnold in the house. 
it cuts off the appropriations features 
asked for by the adjutant general, and 
does little more than to comply with 
the national defense act, passed by 
congress and signed by the president 
early in June. 

Another important senate bill coming 
over to the house today is the Persons 
so-called “anti-lynching’ bill, provid- 
ing for the removal of sheriffs failing 
in their duty to protect prisoners in 
their charge. It was hotly contested 
in committee, and probably will occa- 
sion considerable debate on the floor 
of the house. 

Among the important house bills the 
senate will act wpon are the compul- 
sory school ‘attendance bill and ‘the 
bill providing that women may prac- 


tice law in the courts of Georgia on

The town of Lake Toxaway suffered 
only minor damage, though the lake 
was completely drained. 
Rushing Down Valley. 

The released waters tonight 
rushing through the Toxaway river val- 
lev, a comparatively uninhabited sec- 
tion, towards the Chuga river, in South 
Carolina. Anderson, Walhalla, Pickens 
and Seneca counties comprised the 
territory immediately threatened and 
warnings were telephoned to all places 
could be reach¢ed: It was esti- 
mated that the flood would reach Se- 
neca by midnight. 

Persons familiar with the territory 
tonight expressed the belief that the 
waters would spread out over the un- 
inhabited country immediately south 
of Lake Toxaway and thus minimize 
the possibility of extensive damage. 

The waters ultimately will flow into 
the Savannah river through its va- 
rious tributaries in western South 
Carolina. 

The lake was created in connection 
with a summer resort and had a shore 
line of fifteen miles. The dam was 
constructed at a cost of about $50,000. 

How Dam Broke. 

A message from the railroad tele- 
graph operator at .Toxaway, describ- 
ing the breaking of the dam, said a 
section of the structure about the size 


were 


of a box car gave way without warn- | 


ing shortly after 7 o'clock and that 
the entire structure quickly collapsed 
under the weight of the thousands of 
tons of water. One version of the 
cause of the breaking was that a small; 
spring had seeped away the foundation 
at a heavily pressed point. 

Toxaway is the third and largest of 
the lakes in western North Carolina 
mountains to go out since July 16, 
when heavy rains caused serious 
floods in that ‘section. 

Several years ago cotton mills own- 
ers whose plants were in the path of 
the waters should they escape, em- 
ployed expert engineers to investigate 
the safety of the dam. Following the 
engineers’ report the structure, which 
is built of earth and ‘stone, was 
strengthened. je 

Four weeks ago, during the flood 
period, fears for the dam’s safety were 
repeatedly expressed and there were 
several reports that it had collapsd.

Differ as to Cause of Fail- 
ure of Negotiations in New 
York. 


New York, August 13.—A genera! 
| strike on virtually all the railroads of 
‘the nation, paralyzing commerce and 
throwing approximately 2,000,000 men 
out of employment, can be averted 
|only through the good offices of Presi- 
dent Wilson, as a résult of today's 
developments in the dispute over the 
| men’s demands for an 8-hour day and 
time and a half for overtime. The 
contreversy was laid before the presi- 
dent, at his invitation, after the work- 
ers had flatly rejected any form of 
{arbitration. They refused mediation

Summons, extended through the fed- 
eral board of mediation and concilia- 
, tion, the men announced that the lead¢- 
'ers of the four railroad brotherhoods

STATEMENT 
BY MEDIATORS/ 


The statement of the mediators, is- 
sued by Judge Martin A. Knapp, chair- 
man of the board, just before their 
departure for Washington, follows: 

“after repeated efforts to bring 
about an arbitration of the pending 
controversy between the railroads and 
their employees in train and yard serv- 
ice, the United States board of media- 
tion and conciliation was today ad- 
vised by the representatives of the 
employees that they would not sub- 
mit the matters in dispute to arbitra- 


tion in any form. 
“The employees further stated to the 
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board that they would not arbitrate 
their own demands even if the contin- 
‘gent demands of the railroads were 
withdrawn and also declined to sug- 
gest any other plan or method for a 
peaceful settlement of the controversy. 

“They were informed that their de- 
cision would be at ohce made known 
to President Wilson and also that the 
president claimed the right to a per- 
sonal interview with both parties be- 
fore any drastic action was taken. This 
request was, of course, granted, and a 
large delegation of employees with a 
number of managers will be in Wash- 
ington Monday for a conference with 
the president. 

“Early in the negotiations the ralfl- 
roads had informed the board of medi- 
ation and conciliation that they would 
accept arbitration.” 

The chief objection of the men to ar- 
bitrating the railroad, contingent prop- 
osition, lay in their contention that tne 
proposal entailed wiping out double 
compensation features which the men 
have gained during thirty years of ef- 
fort. The railroads have contended 
that double compensation, together with 
the demands of the men, if granted, 
would increase the wages of many of 
their employees more than 100 per cent. 


WHAT ROADS 
PROPOSED. 


‘Plisha Lee, chairman of the confer- 
ence committee of railroad managers, 
declined to discuss the crisis other than 
to say that the railroads had proposed 
first mediation and then arbitration 
without success. He placed the re- 
sponsibility for the utter failure of the 


|mediators upon the men. 


A. B. Garretson, president of the Or- 


der of Railway Conductors, the official 


spokesman for the men, on the other 
hand, placea the blame for the break 
entirely upon the unbending attitude 
of the ratitroads. 

When the mediators realized that fur- 
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ther parley was useless, they extended 
the president's invitation. The men 
did not vote to accept the call until 
nearly two hours after it had been re- 
ceived. 

That the president may succeed in 
bringing the opposing factions to an 
agreement as to the merits of arbitra- 
tion, was indicated in Mr. Garretson’'s 
response to a question on that point. 

“T have no comment to make on what 
the president may succeed in accom- 
slishing,” he said. “Our determination 
to reject arbitration was due to the at- 
titude of the railroads. indifference 
always breeds resistance. And the rail- 
roads have been indifferent to the de- 
mands of the men. hey have never 
made an honest effort to effect a set- 
tlement. They have offered to mediate 
our demands without offering to medl- 
ate anything in return. Had they 
shown a disposition to meet us half way 
the situation might now be different. 

President Garretson declared the 
brotherhoods were prepared to be just 
as firm as the railroads. 


MESSAGE SENT 
BY PRESIDENT. 


Secretary Tumulty gave out tonight 
the following message from President 
Wilson to the chairman of the confer- 
ence committee of managers, and to 
the heads of the four railway brother- 
hoods: 

“I have learned with surprise and 
with keen disappointment that an 
agreement concerning the settlement of 
the matters in controversy between the 
railways and their employees has 
proved impossible. 

“A general strike on the railways 
would at any time have a most far- 
reaching and injurious effect on the 
country. At this time the effect might 
be disastrous. | feel that I have the 
right, therefore, to request, and [ do 
hereby request, as the head of the gov- 
ernment, that before any final decision 
is arrived at I may have a personal 
conference with you here. I shall hold 
myself ready to meet you at any time 
you may be able to reach Washington.” 

President Wilson told Mr. Tumulty 
over the telephone that he would can- 
cel all engagements to discuss the sit- 
uation. 

Mr. Tumulty telephoned to W. I. 
Chambers, commissioner of the media- 
tion board, and arranged to go back to 
Washington at midnight with the men 
who have been meeting here. Mr. Cham- 
bers told Mr. Tumulty he had tele- 

raphed details of the situation to Mr. 
Vilson. 


WILSON TO INSIST 
ON SETTLEMENT. 


Washington, August 13.—President 
Wilson, deeply concerned over the pos- 
sibility that a general strike may tie 
up the country’s railroads, is sae 
to make an insistent personal appeal 
for an amicable settlement when the 
representatives of the roads and their 
employees confer with him tomorrow at 
the white house. 

Since the situation became threaten- 
the president has been in close 
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‘touch with developments and hag used | 


every available agency of the federal 
government to bring the two factions 
together. He has taken no stand on the 
merits of the controversy, however, and 
it is not expected that he will do so 
at the conference tomorrow. It is un- 
derstood he will reiterate the argu- 
ments set forth in the communication 
delivered in New York tonight by Sec- 
retary Tumulty and will emphasize the 
far-reaching effect a strike would have 
on the whole country. a 

The president is said to feel that re- 
gardlesg of the points at issue, a way 
still can be found for settlement with- 
out a strike, and the disturbance to 
other industries and inconvenience to 
the general public which would result. 
Whether he will suggest any new form 
of mediation, now that government 
agencies have been exhausted, was not 
known tonight, but it was said he was 
ready to go to great lengths in order to 
avert an actual break. 

No official comment on the situation 
was made at the white house during 
the day. It was announced, however, 
that the president will be ready to see 
delegations as early tomorrow as they 
could reach Washington, and was pre- 
pared to devote the entire day, if nec- 
essary, to impressing upon them the 
advisability of taking no drastic steps. 

Several more petitions for railway 
emplovees not members of the brother- 
hoods involved, asking the president to 
do everything in his power to avert a 
strike, were brought here tonight and 
will be delivered at the white house to- 
morrow. . K. Walden, of Chicago, 
acting on behalf of men employed by 
the Chicago and Alton, brought one 
bearing 16,000 signatures, and announc- 
ed that 4,500 employees of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe had forwarded a 
similar appeal. 


POINTS AT ISSUE 
IN RAILWAY CRISIS. 


New York, August 13.— The crisis in 
the railroad situation was reached in 
this city on June 16, last, when the 
conference between the representatives 
of 235 railroad systems in the United 
tates and 40V,000 employees failed to 
arrivé at an adjustment of their dif- 
ferences. fhe conference began June 
1, following the presentation on March 
$0 of demands by the men for an eight- 
hour day and time and a half overtime. 

lt had been hoped that the confer- 
ence might make unnecessary the tak- 
ing Of a strike vuole by reterring tne 
QGueSliIONnsS atl issue to arbitration.

TAX RATE IN FULTON 
MAY NOT BE CHANGED 


Proposed Reduction Endanger- 
ed by Decrease of $2,355,470 
in Returns for the Year. 


Facing a shortage of $2,355,470 in tax 
returns for the year in Fulton county, 
reported Saturday by Tax Receiver T. 
M. Armistead to Comptroller General 
William A. Wright, the county board 
will very probably let the tax rate 
remain as at present, ‘instead of re- 
ducing it as was hoped. 

The digest for this year, just com- 
pleted by Mr. Armistead, shows the to- 
tal of Fulton’s tax returns to be $129,- 
472,720. That for last year footed to 
$131,828,190. This discrepancy set those 
in authority over the taxation ma- 
chinery of the county to thinking. They 
had figured on a materially decreased 
tax rate for next fall; but when the 
shortage loomed so big they confessed 
danger of the rate’s being increased. 
The county commissioners, however, 
declare they still have hopes of being 
able to tide the affairs of the county 
over under the same rate as previals 
now. 

The decrease in tax returns, in the 
main, lies in the personalty column 
of the taxpapers:; and the records show 
that thousands of dollars’ worth of 
personal property, upon which owners 
have heretofore paid taxes, have not 
been returned for taxation this year, 
according to officials. 

On the first Wednesday in 
ber the county commissioners will 
meet to fix the new county tax rate, 
and the matter of the shortage in the 
returns will at that time be threshed 
out, with the end in view, if poasible, 
to make a alight decrease in the tax 
rate, or anvhow, avert an increase in 
it. The tax equalizers have reported 
to the commissioners that they already 
have raised to the extent of more than 
$700,000 returns on land values: and 
the only hope of lessening the tax rate 
lies in the ability of the equalizers to 
increase enough other returns to dis- 
place the discrepancy between this 
year’s digest and that of 1915.

Appropriations for Session 
Will Total About $1,700,- 
000,000—Action on Naval 
Measure Expected This 
Week. 


Washington, August 13.—The impor- 
ance of the $200,000,000 revenue bill 
on which senate democrats today de- 
voted many hours of deliberation !n 
caucus is being impressed upon leaders 
by the fact that appropriations of the 
session now nearing completion have 
broken all records. 

With the passage this week of the 
$50,000,000 ship purchase bill and prob- 
able approval by the house of the sen- 
ate’s gigantic naval bill, the appropria- 
tions of the sixty-fourth will have ex- 
ceeded the previous high record by at 
least a half billion dollars. While ex- 
act figures cannot be computed until 
the gavel has fallen on the last supply 
bill of the session, the aggregate ap- 
propriations by congress for all pur- 
poses probably will approximate $1,- 
700,000,000 as against $1,114,000,000 for 
the sixty-third congress. , 

Besides regular supply bills which to- 
tal as they now stand §$1,387,206,580, 
congress will have added when the 
is approved more than 
$90,000,000 for special purposes. There 
also have been contract authorizations 
amounting tagabout $207,000,000, all of 
which would bring the grand aggre- 
gate to $1,685,000,000, with the uncer- 
tain general deficiency appropriation 
still in the making to be added at tne 
end of the session. . 

Special Appropriations. 

Special appropriations include $20,- 
000,000 for a government nitrate plant, 
$76,000,000 for good roads, $15,000,000 
for rural credits and $50,100,000 for the 
government shipping project.

ON STAMP TAXES 


Senate Caucus Proposes to 
Replace Them by Corpora- 
tion Stock License Tax 
| That Will Yield About 
$20,000,000. 


Washington, August 13.—A corpora- 
tion stock license tax to raise approxi- 
mately $20,000,000, elimination of most 
of the objectionable stamp taxes which 
once had been accepted, and approval, 
with an amendment, of the proposed 
net profit tax on munitions manufac- 
turers were determined upon by the 
democratic senate caucus tonight after 
a stormy five-hour debate on the revy- 
enue bill. 

Southern and western senators made 
a bitter assault upon the finance com- 
mittee amendment which proposed a 
ten per cent tax on the net profits of 
manufacturers of materials used as 
component parts of munitions of war. 
It was insisted that it would result in 
a heavy tag on cotton and copper en- 
tering into the manufacture of muni- 
tions. A motion by Senator Underwood 
to strike out the proposal finally was 
defeated, 20 to 15, after Senator Sim- 
mons, chairman of the committee, had 
agreed to reduce the tax on materials 
to 5 per cent. 

Section on Munitions. 

As approved the section relating to 
munitions povides that a het profit 
tax of ten per cent be levied upon 
manufacturers of all munitions of war, 
and that a five per cent tax be levied 
on manufacturers of materials which 
enter into such munitions. The esti- 
mated loss of revenue due to the five 
per cent reduction will be about $5,000,- 
| 900. 

To make up 


for this decrease and 
also to make possible elimination of 
proposed stamp taxes, against which 
(a fierce storm was gathering not only

NO GAINS ADMITTED 
BY THE GERMANS. 


Berlin, August 13.—(Via London.)— 
The French and British hurled large 
masses of troops against German posi- 
tions on the Somme front yesterday 
and last night. The official statement 
of the German army headquarters of 
today records no gains for the entente 
allies and says the assaults between 
Thiepval and Guillemont broke down 
with the heaviest losses. The state- 
ment follows: 

“Between Thiepval and the Somme 
our allied opponents yesterday after 
the previous restricted fighting, com- 
bined their whole forees in the Ovil- 
lers-Pozieres sector in a united attack 
along the entire front. The attack be- 
tween Thiepval and Guillemont broke 
down with the heaviest losses to the 
enemy. Further south as far as the 
Somme, it came to heavy hand-to-hand 
fighting with French forces which at- 
tacked repeatedly. This fighting con- 
tinued throughout the entire night, and 
near Maurepa's and to the east of Hem 
it is still in progress. 

“Directly south of the Somme the 
French made an attack against Biaches, 
which broke down completely under 
our fire. On the remainder of the front 
there were no developments of im- 
nortance., 

“North of Vermelles, near Combres 
and south of Lusse, our patrols took 
prisoners in the enemy’s line. At sev- 
eral points expedition of enemy recon- 
noitering detachments were repulsed.

| SUCCESSES CLAIMED 


FOR TURK FORCES. 

Constantinople, August 13.—-(Via 
London.)—Heavy fighting has been re- 
sumed between the British and Turks 
along the front east of the Suez canal, 
the war office announcel today. The 
Turks attacked the British on the flank 
and inflicted heavy losses on them, the 
statement says, compelling them to re- 
treat. 

“In Mesopotamia, where there has 
been a long period! of quiet, the Brit- 
ish made an attack, but retreated after 
a battle of two hours, leaving dead or 
wounded ‘behind them. Turkish suc- 
cesses in Persia and on the Causasus 
front also are reported. The state- 
ment follows: 

“Irak front: There were no. devel- 
opments of importance. 

“A portion of a British force which 
attacked our volunteer detachments in 
the vicinity of Massirieh, in the Eu- 
Phrates sector, retreated after two 
hours of fighting, leaving behind a 
certain number of dead or wounded. 

“In Persia our detachments dis- 
lodged the Russians from positions 
west of Kankaver and drove them east- 
ward. We took some prisoners. The 
enemy, pursued iby us, retreated with 
the main force to Essadodabad, on the 
Hamadan road. Our advance detach- 
ments reached Rahmedabad, 17 kilome- 
ters northwest of Kankaver, and Hus- 
Seinabad, 10. kilometers east of Kan- 
Kaver. Our troops which, on August 
o, dislodged the enemy from Songur, 
ejected him also from the Exinis pass, 
23 kilometers east of Sangur, and oc- 
cupied the pass. Prisoners state that 
in the latter engagement one howitzer, 
One machine gun and four field guns 
were disabled by our fire. 

“Caucasus front: Our operations on 
the right wing are being -developed. 
Our troops south of Fatuan, by a sur- 

rise attack, drove to the north the 
tussians still remaining on the western 
bank of Lake Van. The territory ex- 
tending to the Muhad river, north of 
Mush, was cleared of the enemy. In 
the sector of Ognolt and west of Kighi, 
the enemy troops continue to retreat in 
Various directions. In the center and 
on the left wing the pressure of our 
troops are hindering the enemy in his 
attempt to dig entrenchments in cer- 
tain sectors. 

On August 10 eighteen men of war 
of various Classes, in several groups, 
shelled Marmeris, Fethie, Fernik and 
Mersina (on the Mediterranean coast 
of Asia Minor) for ninety minutes, and 
then retired.

Germans Bested 
At Killing Game 
By the British 


Odds in Favor of British by 
at Least Two to One—Of- 
fensive on the Somme Still 
Making Progress. 


With the British Armies in France, 
August 12.—(Via London, August 13.)— 
Anyone who might think from reading 
the British official reports that the 
British offensive was over would con- 
clude if he went out on the field that 
a terrific battle wa's still in progress. 
No one the Associated Press corre- 
spondent meets at the front thinks that 
the offensive is over or that anything 
but winter will stop it. Though no vil- 
lage or comsiderable frontage of trench- 
es has beén stormed in the last few 
days every day has found some 
strong point taken and some new spur 
of trenches thrown out in the course 
of the eame kind of operation which 
followed and preceded each big blow. 


Question of Killing. 

“The question this week,” said a staff 
officer, “is whether our guns héftve 
killed more Germans than their guns 
have killed of u's and we know that the 
odds are in our favor at least two, if 
not three, to one.” 

For six weeks the British have main- 
tained a torrent of shell fire which 
German prisoners, who have been at 
Verdun, say surpasses anything they 
endured there, while at the different 
munitions depots the piles of shells 
seem as plentiful as the day before 
the grand offensive began. It has been 
a week all to the taste of the gun- 
ners. 

The Australians described the latest 
German counter attack which was made 
last night, ats comic if the result had 
not been so tragic for the two battal- 
ions which made it. Apparently the 


Germans were mostly recruits, When 
assembling for the attack they were 
caught by British howitzer fire, then 
charged across the open space to be 
caught by both British gun and ma- 
chine gun fire. Some forty survivors, 
who got to the trenches, held up their 
hands when the Australians called to 
them to come in. 


British Guns Screened. 


British guns are screened behind the 
conquered slopes of Pozieres’ ridge, 
while from the crest the British are 
able to see all the way to Bapaume. 
Thus exposed, the German guns have 
been gradually retiring, for once the 
British locate a German battery they 
go after it with a concentration of 
fire like a pack of hound's after a cor- 
nered fox. 

The British are hammering every vil- 
lage on the way to Bapaume and Ba- 
paume itself.and at the same time their 
superior numbers of aeroplanes con- 
tinue dropping bombs on the same tar- 
gets that the artillery bombards. Wher- 
ever the Germans are quartered they 
are subjected night and day to this 
nerve-wrecking bombardment. 

As some illustration of the power of 
artillery fire when the shells are am- 
ple and the guns numerous, it is esti- 
mated that during this last week the 
Germans in the Somme battle area had 
15,000 casualties from mortar fire and 
gun fire alone. 


AMERICAN NOT FINED 
FOR INSULTING GERMAN 


The Hague, August 14.—(Via Lon- 
don.) —The Vossische Zeitung denies a 
story from French sources which ap- 
peared in the middle of July, that Ma- 
jor Dutton, an American, was fined 
in Brussels for insulting a German of- 
ficer. The Vossische Zeitung says that 
there is no such American in Brussels. 


Samuel S. Buist Dead. 


Charleston, S. C., August 13.—Samuel 
S. Buist died suddenly this afternoon.

WE SHALL WAIT AND HOPE. 

Regarding the state highway commission 
bill, about to become a law, it is with fear, 
and yet hope, that we look forward to Geor. 
gia’s possible participation in the federal 
good roads fund granted the states by con- 
gress, and of which Georgia’s share, in the 
five-year aggregate, will be around $2,000,000. 

We say fear, because Federal Director of 
Roads Logan Waller Page, just after the 
passage of the house bill, made a tentative 
decision in which he said Georgia could 
hardly hope to share under that measure. 

And yet the senate, with full knowledge 
of the position of Mr. Page, whose recom- 
mendation will no doubt be accepted by the 
secretary of agriculture, made no change in 
the house bill except to add to the member- 
ship of the highway commission without ex- 
tending its powers or authority. 

Notwithstanding these facts, notwith- 
standing that the Georgia legislature has 
sought to deal with the federal appropria- 
tion as if it were made directly from the 
state treasury, whereas. strict conditions 
must be complied with before it is avail- 
able, we shall continue to hope that Georgia 
may share in the federal fund in spite or 
the known weakness of the law under 
which she will have to operate. 

It has been a case, as The Constitution 
has all along stated, of a chase of the flesh- 
pots rather than a concerted effort to enact 
a law that would mean both federal appro- 
priation and substantial road betterment in 
the state. 

Let us hope Georgia will not lose her 
share, but if she does, and it must be appar- 
ent from Mr. Page's letters that there is 
grave danger of it, there will be no one to 
blame but a legislature unable to get away 
from politics even in Georgia’s most inti- 
mate interests. 

If we have lost, let us still hope that we 
have lost at least no more than a year of 
time, when another legislature, better in- 
tentioned toward the public interest, will 
enact a highway commission bill that will 
both give us the federal fund and put the 
best genius of constructive effort into 
Georgia’s good roads movement. 


GOVERNMENT NITRATE PLANT. 

There is One grave question in all of this 
keen and energetic competition between va- 
rious water power sites for the location of 
the proposed government nitrate plant, and 
that is its possible loss to the south where, 
by all means and in any event, it should cer- 
tainly be located. 

The Constitution is, naturally, first and 
foremost in favor of the development of the 
Chattahoochee river, right here at home, 
and believes, if sufficient power can be de- 
veloped for the purpose in hand, it should 
be put here. 

Editor T. W. Loyless, of The Augusta 
Chronicle, thinks it should be put upon the 
Savannah river, somewhere about Augusta. 
If the Savannah river offers the necesasry 
facilities, well and good. 

Alabama wants to see it located at Mus- 
sel Shoals, in the Tennessee river, in the 
northern part of that state, and is naturally 
doing everything within her power to bring 
about the choice of that site. 

But it seems to The Constitution that 
this is a problem and a question bigger 
than any one particular site, regardless of 
where it is located. 

It is proposed that this plant shall turn 
out not only an adequate quantity of nitric 
acid to supply the government needs for 
explosives both in war and peace, but that 
it shall make a tremendous surplus which, 
in the form of nitrogen fertilizer, shall be 
distributed to the farmers of the country 
at the lowest possible cost, and thus ren- 


der them independent of the Chilean nitrate’ 


monopoly to which they have long been 
bound hand and foot. 

To do this will be required not only a 
tremendous amount of power, but, if cost of 
manufacture is to be considered, also prox- 
imity to phosphate beds, for that material is 
to figure extensively in the resultant fer- 
tilizer product. 

As The Constitution sees it, the great pri- 


mary problem for Georgia, Alabama and all |

summed up in the philosophy of the poet, 
| the sentiment is: 


the other states of the south, is not of a 
particular site, but to secure the location 
of this plant in the south itself, and as 
closely as possible to the center of consump- 
tion of the product. 

Of primary consideration are extent and 
volume of available power, the proximity of 
phosphate beds and, of equal importance, 
the lowest possible transportation cost in 
reaching the ultimate consumer. 

There is used annually in the United 
States $75,000,000 worth of nitrogen fertil- 
izer. The south alone uses 75 per cent of 
this amount, or about $55,000,000 worth. 
Unless we are to let expensive freight rates 
pile up the cost, here is argument enough 
at the outset for distinctively a central 
southern location, at the point of the best 
available power and other facilities. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that 
other powerful interests are trying to put 
this plant in the middle west and still oth- 
ers in the far west; and that a fight among 
ourselves as to location may send it there. 

We should, therefore, get together now 
and unanimously upon the proposal that 
this plant must be erected in the south. If 
we do that and carry the day, we can safe- 
ly leave to the determination of competent 
engineers the selection of the best available 
site to furnish the power and other facilities 
which such a plant demands for its success- 
ful operation. 


WEATHER NORTH AND SOUTH. 


There’s a reason, according to the 
weather men, for the perversity of “spells” 
of weather, such as we have recently expe- 
rienced down gouth, and the present weath- 
er of the west. 

In the south, towns and fields flooded 
and crops threatened by continued rain, 
while the west is rainless, with burning 
conditions that forecast a loss of millions 
in important crops—especially the corn 
crop. 

But while the situation in both sections 
would seem to give place to the pessimist 
who is always “scaring up trouble,” it has 
its relief-lights, and the cheery optimism of 
it is that it will all “work ’round right in 
the end.” 

As to the south, while the farmers are 
bewailing the long deluge which has re- 
tarded cotton and other crops, and made 
the weeds take the country in many locali- 
ties, and the prospect is for a shorter cotton 
crop, even at that there will be a better crop 
than there was last year, and the price of 
cotton is above 14 cents, while corn has not 
been materially injured, except in bottom 
lands. 

In another sense the rain has had its 
recompenses for us—in a cool southern 
summer, while the people of the cities and 
plains of the west have sweltered in the 
scorching heat. 

Take our own weather; season after seéa- 
son, we have very little cause to complain; 
the optimistic spirit of the people rises 
above occasional gloom-conditions, due to

Farming Methods Followed by 
Frank Mebane, of Spray, N. C., 
Would Help Georgia Farmers 


Editor Constitution: Some time last year 
vou published several letters by B. Frank 
Mebane, Spray, N. C., to the governor of 
North Carolina, which attracted much atten- 
tion all over the United States. You subse- 
quently published communications from him 
regarding Hereford cattle, and your editori- 
al on Mr. Mebane’s work in North Carolina 
and his idea on beef cattle and grassology 
was very forcibly impressed on many of 
your readers. 

Il have recently visited Mr. Mebane anda 
felt sufficiently interested in what you had 
to say about him and his cattle industry to 
make a very thorough investigation of his 
estate, and methods of procedure. He showed 
me about ten divisions of five hundred acres 
each, fertile and beautifully located; one 
thousand acres was in blue grass and the 
balance principally in orchard grass, herd 
grass and clovers. He pays little attention 
to the raising of corn, Oats, wheat, etc., be- 
yond a sufficient amount to take care of his 
own needs. I saw one field of excellent 
wheat, containing perhaps one hundred acres, 
and an area about four miles in length and 
one-half mile in width of corn as fine ag l 
ever saw at that season. On each of these di- 
visions he was giving attention to raising 
cattle, mules, horses, sheep, hogs, etc.; and 
while this Was interesting the inspiration 
of the whole situation was nis herd of Here- 
iord cattle. 

His bull, Lord Wilton Fairfax, is the son 
of the king of the Hereford breed of the 
world. He has recently added to his own 
breeding a herd of cows purchased from 
Warren T. McCray, Kentland, Ind. who 
stands pre-eminent in the tereford business. 
Mr. Mebane is a “wuil’ on cotton, his the- 

being that the American consurigption 
will far exceed anything A the 
past. If the cotton planters will buy Here- 
iord bulls and feea cottonseed hulls and 
other products of the farm to beet cattle, 
and put the cattle on the market about 
Cnrisimas, holding a portion of their cot- 
ton until later, they will then be enabled 
to avoid the depression that woulda probably 
occur by torcing the market even on a@ rea- 
sunable crop for 1917 and 19158. 

Mr. Mebane’s idea is that if Georgia had 
the proper grasses and preparation cattle 
can be carried inrough the winter as cheap 
in this state aS in any other in the union. 
tie telis me that he would be delighted to 
have any of our Georgia farmers visit his 
estate and see the practical results of his 
ideas.

‘Looth 
brushes are cheap, and water in most places 
is free, and by using them many aches and 
pains can be avoided and much money can 
pe saved that would otherwise be spent for 
dental repairs, doctors bills and drug store 
supplies. : 

Pure food laws and inspectors have done 
much in the way of eliminating impure fvuods 
irom the market, but pure foods at once be- 
come impure if chewed with dirty teeth. 

The enamel covering of a tooth is hard, 
but rather brittle; therefore, people should 
not pick their teeth with a knife, with pins 
or other metal substances, or crack nuts or 
bite other hard objects, as such practices are 
apt to crack the enamel and permit germs 
to get in their dirty work. 

much good can be done by brushing the 
teetu before going to bed and after break- 
fast. They shouiu ve washed after every 
meal just as the dishes are. lt is a good plan 
to have @ dentist look over the teeth every 
six months. in this way smail holes wil 
be discovered and can be filled before much 
or the tooth is destroyed and before toothache 
und abscesses pegin. it 18 also tess expen- 
sive and less paintul to have a small paoie 
tilled. 

Cnildren’s first teeth should be cared for 
the same as the teeth ol adults; otnerwise 
the second set is apt to come in crooked. 
becayed teeth in chiiaren ana in aduits tre- 
quently lead to indigestion because tne food 
cannot be ground up properly, but is swal- 
lowed in indigestibie iumps; and, aiso, tne 
tood being mixed with cuuntiess germs in 
the moutn will ferment and sour in the 
stomach and intestines. This leads to poor 
nutrition, which leads to weakness, which in 
turn predisposes to many diseases. 

A tooth should not be pulled out if doing 
so can be avoided, for not only will its 
grinding surface be lost, but part of the sgur- 
iace of the two teeth tnat oppose it will be 
lost also. It is marvelous What dentists can 
do in the way of straightening crooked teetn 
and putting them in line. , by having them 
properly lined up the appearance of the face 
and mouth are greatly improved and the 
total masticating surtace is increased. 

Babies shoula be prohibited from sucking 
their thumbs, and if older children have ade- 
noids such growths should be removed. 
Thumb-sucking and adenoids cause disfigura- 
tion of the arches of the mouth and cause 
the teeth to come in out of line. .

The streams washed the filth of the city 
down into the river. Then the water men 
filled their buckets at the river and sold 
“drinking water” throughout the city. Con- 
stantly recurring epidemics were the result. 
But the people did not blame the dirt. They 
blamed the devils. 

It was the duty of every Korean doctor 
to know the 3800 places where the human 
body could be pierced with a red-hot needle 
without causing death. The needles were 
from three to twelve inches in length, and 
the doctor was supposed to know how deep 
they should be thrust. The purpose of the 
probing was to let out the devils which 
caused the disease. 

When Chirstianity came to Korea, it 
brought hygiene and medicine along with it. 
A hospital or dispensary was not known in 
Korea until founded by a Christian mission- 
ary. The Japanese government is now splen- 
didly following suit with the establishment 
of hospitals and medical schools. Fine water- 
works systems have been installed and the 
sort of water that gushes from this hydrant 
in Pyengyang is stated to have reduced the 
death rate by 70 per cent. The old boat city 
of Pyengyang is now underlaid with a net- 
work of sewers.

What the Explorer Eats 


(Professor Hiram Bingham in The National 
Geographic Magazine.) 

In our 1915 explorations in Peru each 
unit food box provided a balanced ration 
for two men for eight days, breakfast and 
supper being hearty, cooked meals, and lunch- 
eon light and uncooked. It was not intended 
that the men should depend entirely on the 
food boxes, but should vary their diet as 
much as possible by whatever the country 
affords, which, in southern Peru, pls se me | 
means potatoes, corn, mutton, eggs and bread. 
Nevertheless, each case contained sliced ba- 
con, tinned corned beef, roast beef, chicken, 
crushed oats, milk, cheese, salmon, coffee, 
sugar, rice, army bread, salt, sweet choco- 
late, assorted jams, pickles, dried fruits, and 
vegetables. 

The most highly appreciated article of 
food in the entire list was oatmeal, which, 
on account of being partially cooked, is read- 
ily prepared in an attractive manner, even 
at high elevations, where rice cannot be 
properly boiled | 

At the beginning of the field season each 
man was allowed a third of a pound of sugar 
a day, but after a month the allowance 
proved too small. 


Use Pigweed for Beer. 


(Oo. F. Cook in The National Geographic 
Magazine.) 

Tyu species of pigweeds are regularly 
grown in the valleys that lead up to the 
Pass of Pa Raya, between Cuzco and Lake 
Titicaca, in Peru. The large species often 
attains a height of 3 or 4 feet and is called 
quinoa, while the smaller species is called 
canihua. In general appearance both spe- 
cies are much like our pigweed, but they 
are regularly, planted and harvested by the 
Peruvians, and are the only seed crops grown 
in the elevated districts that are too cold 
for maize. 

Considering quinoa as a high-altitude sub- 
stitute for maize means that it is valued 
chiefly for making beer, and in some dis- 
tricts most of the crop is used in this way. 
The white quinoa makes an excellent break- 
fast food, fairly comparable to oatmeal, and 
likely to be preferred by many, both for the 
taste and texture. The seeds become soft 
with cooking, but retain their form, and do 
not appear so slimy as Oatmeal when treated 
in.a similar manner. The chief use of canihua 
is as a travel ration for the shepherds who 
go out on the high plateaus with their flocks 
of llamas, alpacas and sheep.

Danish West Indian Islands, 


Which the U. S. Is Purchasing, | 
Have Great Historical Interest| 


oa 


Washington, August 13.—Concerning the 
early history of America’s about-to-be pos- 
sessions, the Danish West Indies, the Na- 
tional Geographic society issues the follow- 
ing bulletin from Washington: 

“Of the three small islands on the north- 
eastern edge of the Caribbean sea for which 
the United States expects to pay Denmark 
$25,000,000, St. Thomas and Bt. Johns, both 
Smaller and less densely populated than St. 
Croix, have been the scene of many thrilling 
episodes. Here white colonists of four na- 
tions followed each other with bewildering 
perplexity during -the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. 

“More than a hundred years after the 
discovery of St. Thomas by Columbus in 
1493 the island was wholly uninhabited, al- 
though its excellent harbor had been a port 
of refuge for Dutch navigators during many 
decades. When a handful of French colonists, 
survivors of a massacre on Crab island per- 
petrated by a band of Spaniards from Porto 
Rico, reached its shores in a dugout in 1647 
they found evidences of an earlier settlement, 
but no clews as to the nationality of their 
predecessors or of their fate. These French 
wanderers were not disposed to ‘brave a sim- 
ilar mysterious end, so they sailed on. 

“At about the time that Peter Stuyvesant 
was establishing a representative form of 
sovernment on Manhattan islang some of his 
fellow countrymen were establishing the first 
recorded settlement on St. Thomas. These 
hardy colonists met the same fate which overe 
took their brother Hollanders of ‘New Am- 
sterdam,’ for three. years after the town on 
the Hudson became New York, the St. Thomas 
pioneers were forced to surrender to the 
English also. The latter soon deserted the 
island and turned to the more fertile lands of 
St. Martin’s and St. Eustatias, so that in 
1671 when the Danes, wishing to share in the 
colonial prosperity of other European na- 
tions, chartered the West India and Guinea 
company, St. Thomas, uninhabited again, was 
awaiting the advent of settlers who were ta 
establish Denmark's rights in the island. 
With two brief interruptions, this sovereign- 
ty has been maintained from that day up to 
the present time. 


Headquarters of Buccaneers. 


“The legend that St. Thomas was at one 
time the headquarters of the ruthless bucca- 
neers who terrorized the Spanish Main for, 
50 many years is perpetuated in the namesi 
Eiven to two towers still Standing on the 
heights back of the seaport of Charlotte | 
Amalie. On one hill is ‘Bluebeard’s Castle,’} 
while on an adjacent height rises ‘Black- 
beard’s Castle.’ History does not substan- 
tiate the romantic tradition, and it is extreme- 
ly doubtful if the buccaneers were ever in 
possession here. 

“When the Danes arrived they were under 
very strict orders as to religious observances 
and with respect to a ‘preparedness’ program 
against rival colonists. The first order ig- 
sued by the governor was: ‘Every person 
who speaks Danish is bound to attend service 
every Sunday in Christian's fort when. the 
drum beats, and on failure of doing so is to’ 
pay a fine of 25 pounds of tobacco. Persong: 
of all other nations are bound to attend serv- 
ice every Sunday afternoon at the same place, 
under the same penalty.’ 

“As to armament the order was: ‘For the 
defense and good of the country every house- 
holder shall keep in his house for himself 
and every man in his service, a sword with 
belt, and a gun with sufficient powder and 
ball; and also each huuseholder shall have 
two pounds of powder, or more if he pleases. 
Every person neglecting this duty shall pay 
100 pounds of tobacco.’ 

“The order for the citizen army ran thus: 
‘Every Saturday afternoon when the drum 
beats, ail persons who can use a gun shall 
meet at the parade ground fully armed. Any 
person absent, in weather, shall 
forfeit every time 256 pounds Of :tobacco, which 
is to be paid at the end of the year four the 
benefit of those who meet regularly.’ 

Slaves Imported From Africa, 

“The shortage of labor during the first 
year or two of Danish occupation was over- 
come by the importation of many slaves from 
the Gold coast of Africa. The laws govern- 
ing these human chattels were extremely 
severe. ‘Drum dances’ and feasts were for- 
bidden and all slaves were required to be 
at home by Sunset on Sundays. A slave trans- 
gressing such regulations was for the first 
offense whipped, ior the second his ears were 
cut off, and tur a third he was hanged and his 
head placed on a stake. 

“In the neighboring island of St. John 
the slave laws were even more drastic. Here 
are some of the penaities which brought 
about a bloody insurrection in 1733, costing 
the lives of many white planters, their wives 
and children: ‘The leader of runaway slaves 
shall be pinched three times with red-hot iron, 
and then hung. 

‘“*Kach other runaway slave shall lose one 
leg, or if his owner pardon him, shall lose one 
ear and receive 15U stripes. 

‘“*A slave who runs away for eight days 
shall have 130 stripes, 12 weeks shall lose 
one leg, and six months shall forfeit his life, 
unless the owner pardon him with the loss 
of one leg. 

“‘A slave who lifts his hand to strike a 
white person or threaten him with violence 
shall be punched and hung, should the white 
person demand it, if not to lose his right 
hand.’ 

“In the terrible insurrection one of the 
victims was a Judge Soctman, who was mur- 
dered and decapitated in the presence of his 
beautiful 12-year-old daughter, and while a 
council was being held to determine what 
should be done with her the child, overwhelmed 
with grief, entreated them to take her life 
also, to which plea they gleefully acceded, 
laying her mangled body across that of her 
father. 

“The insurrection was put down only after 
aid from the French in Martinique had been 
invoked. Three hundred slaves were sur- 
rounded and when they realized that escape 
was impossible they held a great feast of 
death. Tradition says that they plunged over 
a cliff, but the historian, Host, says that 
they shot one another and that when they 
were found at Brim’s bay they were lying in 
a circle.”

State Railroad Commission 
to Pass Upon Petition of 
Carriers for Revision of 
Georgia’s Intrastate Tariffs

This week will see the beginning of 
the hearing before the state railroad 
commission of the petition of the car- 
riers of Georgia for a general revision 
of intrastate freight tariffs in this 
state, the biggest and most important 
rate question that has ever been con- 
sidered by the Georgia commission, and 
perhaps by an: commission in the 
south. 7 . 

The hearing will begin next Thurs- 
day morning and wih likely last for 
several months. 

For months both the railroads and 
the shippers have been preparing their 
figures and argument to present to the 
commission for and against the pro- 
posed revision, and the commission it- 
self has assembled a mass of data 
bearing upon the petition in order that 
it may intelligently handle the matter. 

Case to Be Hard Fought. 

That the case will be hard fought 
is apparent. The Georgia Shippers’ 
association has been working strenu- 
ously against the proposed revision for 
a number of months, has conducted a 
publicity campaign and has built up 
ramifications in many cities in the 
state. 

It appears, however, that the rail- 
roads will not be without support from 
shippers from a number of cities who 
see in the proposed revision a benefit 
to their business and commerce. 

The state railroad commission has 
received from the Gainesville Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ association 
a petition praying the 
grant the proposed changes and stat- 
ing that the members of that associa- 
tion believe that Gainesville and oth- 
ers of the smaller cities of the state 
will be benefited by the changes. 

The commission has also received let- 
ters favorable to the proposed changes 
from shippers in Shellman, Waynesboro, 
Plains, Camilla, Meigs, Baconton and 
other cities.

Birmingham, Ala., August 183.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Carlton Molesworth, manager of 
the Barons for the past ten years, will 
lead the Birmingham club again in 
1917, according to an .announcement 
made today by Owner Rick Woodward, 
of the Barons.

TIGERS OF GIRARD 


Present Proceedings the 
Greatest Legal Destruction 
of Whisky at One Time in 


World’s History. 


Columbus, Ga. August 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Things have been going from 
bad to worse with the liquor men of 
Girard. The whole machinery of the 
courts seems to be employed just now 
in wrecking the business that they 
built up with such energy, and, as one 
of them is quoted as having said, al 
of creation seems against them. There 
is no doubt that tne liquor industry 
of Girard was hit some stout blows 
during the p&st week. 

Caliing the second special term of 
Russell circuit court by the chief jus- 
tice of the Alabama supreme court 
came like a bolt out of the blue to the 
“interests” of Girard, and things have 
moved with such lightning-like rapid- 
ity since that time that tney are still 
in a daze. 

Dealers in Panic. 

When the new judge, Judge Alston, 
directed that bonds be made five times 
greater than first assessed, when 
22,500 fines were imposed in cases 
where convictions Were scored, when 
the state sent special officers over 
into Georgia to keep an eye on the 
movement of various Girard people 
who were said to have fled their own 
State,-and when the actual destruction 
of great quantities of liquors began, 
a veritable panic descended upon those 
who were connected with the Girard 
whisky business or were suspected of 
being connected with it. The present 
proceeding is characterized as “the 
Sreatest legal -destruction of whisky 
at one time in the world’s history.”’ 

The raids themselves, in May, made 
by nearly a+ hundred deputies while 
militia stood guard over the proceed- 
ings, were spectacular and sensational 
enough, but have not proved a greater 
sensation locally than the remarkable 
legal developments incident to the 
wholly unexpected second special term 
of Russell court. When the raids took 
place it was predicted that a death 
blow had been administered to whisky 
selling in Girard as an organized in- 
dustry, and that was probably true, ina 
broad sense, and yet things had hard- 
ly settled down after the departure of 
the special officers and military be- 
fore, according to all reports, the sale 
of whisky and beer had been resumed 
in that city. It was conducted on a 
comparatively small scale, but. sstil! 
conducted. 

Fate of Tigers Sealed. 


It is believed that the proceedings 
this week, which showed the temper of 
the Alabama state officials and also 
of Russell county juries, has absolute- 
ly sealed the fate of the whisky busi- 
ness in Girard. As a business proposi- 
tion, pure and simple, it won’t pay under 
conditions which have developed. Raids 
are liable to come at any time, fol- 
lowed 45 the confiscation and destruc- 
tion of large stores of whisky, and by 
the fining and imprisonment of the peo- 
ple who take the risk. 

Developments of the past day or two 
indicate a political and moral revolu- 
tion in Girard itself. It now seems 
likely that there will be a new city ad- 
ministration there, out and out. There 
are many good people in Girard. but 
conditions have been such they could 
not in recent years assert themselves 
effectively, either in a political way or 
in keeping down violations of the law. 
The general cleaning up of Girard, 
coupled with the attitude of Alabama 
state officials and judiciary, which is 
an attitude of sympathy and co-opera- 
the way for them to 
assert themselves to much better effect. 

The extent of the liquor {ndustry in 
Girard in its palmiest days is shown 
by the fact that at one time the post- 
office there paid out on an average 
each month about $190,000 in cashing 
money orders. Most of this was money 
sent to Girard in the form of postal 
orders for the purchase of whisky.

It has been told 
so often in New York, London and 
elsewhere that there is no reason why 
I should try to keep it secret in At- 
lanta. I have cast my lot deliberately, 
and it makes, no difference what hap- 
pens, my duty is here in Atlanta, where

“It took sacrificing, saving and pen- 
ny pinching for me to get money 
enough to get here, but I ess since 
I finally managed to arrive I can man- 
age in some way to find something to 
do to keep body and soul together un- 
til my husband is released from prison.”

JEWISH CONGRESS ° 
SAVANNAH BRANCH 
ORGANIZED SUNDAY 


Savannah, Ga., August 13.—(Special.) 
“Harmony and united aetion tor the 
Jewish congress, following closely the 
principles laid down at the memorable 
national conference in Philadelphia, 
means another triumph for the demo- 
cratic American ideal,’’. said Leonard 
J. Grossman, whose address on the Jew- 
ish, congress stirred an enthusiastic 
audience gathered here today to form 
a branch of the congress. 

Kulogizing the president of the Jew- 
ish conference, Judge Hugo Pam, pre- 
siding. justice of tne appellate court 
in Illinois, Mr. Grossman paid him a 
glowing tribute for his tact and diplo- 
macy in persiding over, recent harmony 
conferences between the Ameriacn Jew- 
ish congress and the American Jewish 
committee. “tue outcome of these 
meetings could have’ divided Ameri- 
can Jewry into two hopelessly contend- 
ing camps,’ continued Mr. Grossman, 
who stressed the thought that Jews in 
America must think their own thoughts, 
make their own sacrifices, express their 
own will and choose their own leaders 
if the Jews in America are to retain, 


‘or to reach, that self-respect that en- 


titles them to be heard, and the weight 
that will give them a hearing here 
and abroad. 

“The Jewish people are interested in 
any movement for the alleviation of our 
oppressed co-religionists in the war 
zones, those who are layin down 
their lives bravely for their Sitterent 
fatherlands,”’ said Richard A. Friedson, 
in an able address emphasizing the 
horrors of the war. “The American 
Jew must let those belligerents know 
that across the sea there stands a body 
of men ready to force the Jewish ques- 
tion into the tribunal of public opin- 
ion of the world, and thereby obtain 
a recognition of the principle of equal 
rights for the Jew.”

‘|FARM LOAN BOARD ASKS 


ADVICE OF THE FARMERS 


In Regard to Establishing Ru- 
ral Credits System—Dates 
for First Hearings. 


Washington, August 13.—Dates and 
places were announced here tonight 
for the first thirteen hearings to be 
held by the farm loan board for com- 
piling information on which it will di- 
vide the country into twelve farm loan 
districts under the new rural credits 
law, and demand the location of a 
federal loan bank in each. The first 
will be at Augusta, Maine, a week from 
tomorrow, and will be followed by a 
trip across the continent to Spokane, 
where the first leg of the board’s tour 
will be completed September 4. 

The itinerary, so far as worked out, 
with the dates of hearings, follow: Au- 
gusta, Maine, August 21; Concord, N. 
H., August 22; Hartford,*Conn., August 
23; Springfield, Mass., August 23; Utica, 
N. Y., August 24; Lansing, Mich., Au- 
gust 25; Madison, Wis., August 26; Des 
Moines, Iowa, August 28; Sioux Falls, 
S. D., August 30; St. Paul, Minn., Au- 
gust 31; Fargo, N. D., September 1; 
Helena, Mont., September 2, and Spo- 
kane, Wash., September 4. 

From Spokane the board will go to 
Oregon and California and _ return 
across the central part of the conti- 
nent. Later a trip. will be 
through the south. 

“The law requires the board to ap- 
portion the districts ‘with due regard 
to the farm loan needs of the country, ” 
said a statement issued by the board. 
“There is a great necessity for the re- 
lief which the act contemplates, and 
the important problem betore the board 
is the determination of the best means 
of placing all the advantages of the 
system at the disposal of the farmers. 
In this connection a close study of 
farming conditions and farm loan needs 
in each state will be made. 

“Witnesses appearing at the hearings 
will be able to advise the board as to 
the needs of the farmers for credit for 
the development of agriculture in the 
respective sections of the country; the 
extent that the farmers «expect to find 
it mecessary to use the facilities of 
the system; the present difficulties in 
obtaining credit on farm mortgages, 
and the cost of loans, including inter- 
est and commissions. 

“The hearings will be publie and 
furmers and farmers’ organizations are 
invited to appear before the board and 
submit all the information which they 
think will assist the board in solving 
the important problem of determining 
the boundaries of the districts and lo- 
cating the federal land banks. 

“Many cities have applied for the lo- 
cation of the banks. Of course, no con- 
clusions in this connection have been 
reached, and much depends, upon the 
results of the hearings. In selecting 
the cities for the headquarters of the 
districts the board will be guided in a 
measure by each. city’s relation to _the 
surrounding farming territory in need 
of farm loans, and, generally speaking, 
the headquarters of the district must 
be easily accessible by railroad, mail 
and telegraph to all points of the dis- 


trict.”

They Will Sail on Nine Battle- 
ships—“Rookies”’ From ° 
All Walks of Life. 


Washington, August 13.—Leaving of- 
fices, shops and factories for nearly 
@ month at sea, 2,300 citizen sailors 
are assembling for the first naval train- 
ing cruise of civilians ¢ver held by the 
American navy. Next Tuesday they 
will sail from various Atlantic coast 
ports on nine battleships to receive 
actual sea training until the training 
trip known as “The John Paul Jones 
cruise” ends September 12. The course 
of instruction is designed to qualify 
civilians for naval service in time of 
emergency just as at the camps at 
Plattsburg and elsewhere train civil- 
ians for army service. 

Those enrolled for the training cruise 
include men prominent in various walks 
of life in all important cities of the 
east, middle west and south. Secretary 
McAdoo, of the treasury, and A'ssistant 
Secretary Roosevelt, of the navy, are 
among those who will receive the same 
treatment and training as college and 
high school youths and others less 
prominent. A rigid routine of daily 
duty, beginning before sunrise, has 
been arranged. 

Where They Go Aboard. 

Tomorrow the first of the citizen 
sailors will go aboard ship at Portland, 
Maine, Newport, R. lL. and Baltimore. 
On Tuesday others will be taken on 
at Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Norfolk and Charleston, 8S. C. Those 
from New Haven, Albany, New York, 
Brooklyn, Newark, Scranton and Buf- 
falo will board the battleship Maine, 
New Jersey and Kentucky at New 
York. The battleship Rhode Island will 
receive the recruits at Philadelphia 
from that city, Pittsburg, Cleveland and 
Detroit. At Norfolk recruits from that 
city, Richmond, Cincinnati, Indian- 
apolis, Chicago, Minneapolis, Milwau- 
kee, Des Moines, St. Louis, Omaha, 
Kansas City, Dallas and Washington 
will board the battleships Illinois and 
Louisiana. The battleship Alabama 
will take on the recruits from Charles- 
toin. New Orleans and Houston, Texas, 
at Charleston. The battleships Kear- 
sarge and Virginia will carry the re- 
cruits from Portland, Boston and Wor- 
c@ter, Newport and Providence. 

Cost to Each Recruit. 


The total cost to each recruit is 
$30, all paying their own railroad fares 
to points of embarKation. 

The ninth battleships of the squad- 
ron, which will be commanded by 
Rear Admiral Helm, will mobilize at 
Gardiner’s Bay, near New London, 
Conn. The Rhode Island will be the 
flagship. After two or three days at 
Jardiner’s Bay the squadron will join 
the Atlantic fleet and as a tactical 
unit of Admiral Mayo’s command, will 
participate in a naval war game. After 
these sea maneuvers, the citizen-sail- 
ors will be taken to Tangier Sound, in 
Chesapeake Bay for gunnery, small 
boat and other drills. 

During the last week of the cruise 
the ships will return to the naval dis- 
tricts from which they sailed and co- 
operate with the mobilization and drill 
of motor boats entered for the motor 
boat cruise. Secretary Daniels hopes 
to be able to review the civilian sail- 
ors at some time during their train- 
ing period. 

Georgia “Rookies” at Charleston. 

Charleston, S. C., August 13.—For the 
purpose of taking on board about one 
hundred civilians for a naval training 
cruise, the battleship Alabama dropped 
anchor off the custom house here to- 
day. The naval “rookies” will go on 
board tomorrow and be immediately 
outfitted with the regulation sailor uni- 
forms and accessories and be given an 
inkling of what will be expected of 
them for more than three weeks. 

Business men of the Carolinas and 
Georgia for the most part make up the 
contingent that will board the Alabama 
here. and most of them are already in 
Charleston, the rest to arrive early to- 
morrow. Officers of the Alabama ex- 
pect to steam out of Charleston harbor 
tomorrow afternoon. 


NAVY SHOOTING BETTER, 
ACCORDING TO DANIELS 


Washington, August 13.—Statistics of 
the spring target practice in the At- 
lantic fleet were made public tonight 
by Secretary Daniels as a reply to re- 
cent eriticism of the navy’s gunnery 
efficiency. The statement shows that 
in the long range firing during last 
February and March the battleship Vir- 
ginia scored 26 hits on a target the 
size of a battleship, while the Rhode 
Island, which made the lowest score 
of the six ships mentioned, landed eight 
shots firing at slightly greater range. 

“The correct score of the ships men- 
tioned,” said the announcement, “spot- 
ted on a battleship target 600 feet long, 
95 feet beam and 30 feet freeboara, 
based on the result of the camera ob- 
servation, were as follows: 

“Nebraska, 22 hits; Louisiana, 15 hits; 
Kansas, 16 hits; Virginia, 26 hits; New 
Jersey, 20 hits; Rhode Island, 8 hits. 

“The firing was at long ranges, much 
longer than ever before. The Rhode 
Island's mean range was from 1,500 to 
3,900 yards greater than that of the 
other vessels mentioned. This was due 
to errors in range finder readings. Even 
at these greatly iincreased ranges the 
Rhode Island’s shots were bunched as 
shown by the fact that on the battle- 
ship target she received eight hits.” 

- The ranges and the number of shots 
fired at practice never are disclosed by 
the navy department, but it is under- 
stood the records referred to were made 
while the fleet was trying out its gun- 
ners at from 15,000 to 18,000 yards. 

To support his defense of the navy’s 
shooting ability Secretary Daniels called 
uttention to statements made by many 
high officers and gunnery experts of 
the fleet that navy marksmanship had 
improved greatly during the last two or 
three years despite jhe fact that target 
practice each year was held at longer 
ranges and under more exacting con- 
ditions.

The letter cites also the following 
acts of the secretary to show that he 
has not been a champion of conserva- 
tion: 

“Your silent submission to the vi- 
cious Shields water power bill, passed 
by the senate on March 8, 1916, and 
now in grave danger of becoming law, 
is in direct opposition to conservation 
principles you once approved. 

“Your neglect to support with vigor 
in the senate the Ferris water power 
bill, which you had already supported 
in the house, and your recent acquiles- 
cence in the vicious Myers substitute 
measure, now before the senate, which 
should have had your unreserved op- 
position. 

“Your plan to turn the natural re- 
sources of Alaska over to a bi-partisan 
political commission, embodied in the 
Pittman bill, now before congress, 
which bill you have been diligently 
trying to get passed. If passed it would 
open the way for the destruction of 
i whole system of national conserva- 
tion.” 

The letter concludes: 

“When you were appointed secre- 
tary of the interior, 1 welcomed your 
appointment, and came and told you 
so. At that time I held the belief which 
you have since forced me to give up, 
that you would stand and continue to 
stand for the rights of all the people 
in all the natural resources of our 
country.”

COMBINES ARE NEEDED 


New York, August 13.—Government 
approval of combinations for foreign 
trade is the only means by which Amer- 
ican business can retain the enormous 
foreign commerce, built up in the last 
two years under stimulus of war 
abroad, according to a statement issued 
tonight by the National Foreign Trade 
council. 

European competition will have be- 
hind it after the war strong economic 
alliances under government support, 
said the statement. A popular fallacy, 
it was asserted, is the belief that the 
country’s present foreign trade can be 
retained without the keenest sttuggle. 

An analysis shows that the per capita 
foreign trade of the United States has 
jumped from $44 in 1913 to $63, of 
which $5 is munitions business. The 
excess, it is declared, rests on abnor- 
mal demands and prices. 

After the war, it is pointed out, de- 
velopments to tbe expected are: Ces- 
sation of war demand and price for 
exported foodstuffs and supplies; re- 
sumption of normal European compe- 
tition in home and neutral markets; re- 
newed activity of European export and 
import combinations with increased 
governmental support; possible prefer- 
ential tariff and navigation agreements 
and renewal of European investments 
abroad.

SIX-YEAR RECORD 


Distant Months Sell Up 
Practically to 15 Cents. 
Advance of 52 Points Over 
Preceding Week’s Close. 


New Orleans, August 13.—The price 
of cotton was advanced last week to 
the highest levels in six yeais by 
heavy buying, the bulk of which, ac- 
cording to gossip of the market, came 
from groups of traders in New York 
and Chicago. More outside interest 
was-displayed in the situation and 
there was fairly good buying from the 
interior of the south at times, although 
late in the week the disposition in 
the interior, and especially in the 
southwest, seemed to be to take ad- 
vantage of the high values prevailing 
and sell hedges against cotton being 
picked or about to be picked. 

The high levels of the week were 
made Wednesday, when the distant 
months sold up practically to the 15- 
cent level and October touched 14.33. 
Here the trading months were 52 points 
over the preceding week's close. The 
buying was based on the growing be- 
lief that this cannot be a large crop, 
owing to the adverse weather condi- 
tions of the summer and the present 
drouthy conditions in the west, par- 
ticularly in Oklahoma. 

The weekly crop reports from the 
government on Wednesday were some- 
what better than expected and were 
a setback for the long side as were 
also the small mill takings and the 
small decrease in the visible supply 
of American cotton last week, as in- 
dicated by the statistics on the week- 
end. The market had a tendency to- 
ward reaction from Wednesday on and 
closed at a net gain for the week of 
14 to 15 points, 

This week the weather probably will 
play an important part in the trading. 
With continued drouth in the western 
belt, the bulls will be given a decided 
advantage. Dry weather in the east- 
ern belt would favor the short side. 
Rains in the west and dry weather 
in the east would make for ideal con- 
ditions and work against prices. 

A feature that will be closely watch-; 
ed is the increased movement of new 
cotton in Texas, as the bears believe 
the crop movement s00n will press 
against the market. The idea among 
bullish traders is that farmers are 
going to market carefully and that 
there will be a trade demand for every- 
thing offered. Little attention has been 
paid recently to conditions in Furope. 


IG STEEL CONTRACT 
ARE CLOSED BY ALLES 


§00,000-Ton Order Will Call 
for Payment of About 
$33,750,000.

New York, August 13.—The entente 
allied wovernments Friday closed con- 
tracts for 500,000 tons of shell steel 
and forgings with the United States 
Steel corporation and with several of 
the large independent steel companies. 
is understood that the order in- 
cludes semi-finished steel as well as 
bars and forgings sold at an average 
price of $67.50 per ton. If this is cor- 
rect the total contract calls for the 
payment of $43,750,000. 

Deliveries are to be made as soon as 
possible, but probably will not be com- 
pleted until July, 1917. 

Other export contracts for several 
hundred thousand tons are under nego- 
tiation, including ingots, blooms, slabs, 
bars, scrap and special Bessemer and 
southern foundry iron from a local in- 
terest and 2,000 tons more Bessemer at 
Pittsburg. 

Domestic manufacturers of war mu- 
nitions placed orders for 100,000 to 
200,900 tons of shell steel, mainly 64- 
inch rounds, for the making of British 
shells. 

Another interesting development dur- 
ing the week was the report that the 
Ford Motor company had closed a con- 
tract for 40,000 tons of fabricated steel 
with the American Bridge company. Ac- 
cording to one version, the steel is to 
be used in the construction of a large 
steel plant at Detroit, by which the 
Ford company will eventually become 
independent of the merchant steel mills. 
The other report was that a part of the 
steel purchased its to be used in the 
building of large motor car works in 
Russia. 

Agricultural implement manufac- 
turers are slow to place additional con- 
tracts for bars, notwithstanding the ad- 
vAnce in the asking price, insisting that 
recent sales were made at 2.35c base, 
and they still hold out for concessions 
from 2.50c now asked by the mills.
